The Board of Supervisors of San 


Francisco have passed an ordinance 
declaring expectorating'on the floors 
of public building?, atreet cars or on 
the side walks of the public streets, a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine not 
to exceed $25, or by ten day's imprison- 
ment or both. 


This action was taken on the recom 


mendatioQ of the Health Oommitto. 


The committee in giving reasons for 


their action, say: "The habit is a dis< 
go.st.ing one, and in the nature of t 
public nuisance, and that it is a well- 
known fact demonstrated by medica 
science that the germs of the mosi 
common and the most dreaded of al 
diseases lies in the expectoration o: 
those suffering from this-disease, pnl 
monary tuberculosis, or consumption.' 
The habit of promiscuous expectoration 
they claim, favors the propogation of 
this disease, and "we see" says the com- 
mittee, "in the street oars that the first 
gust of healthful sea-breeze that is ad- 
mitted on opening the door blows 
cloud of fiae dust into the faces and the 
lungs of the occupants. In this man 
ner the disease is directly propagated. 
Medical science has left no doubt on 
this point." 


"While the female portion of our pop 


ulation persist in wearing long skirts 
on the streets, just so long are they in 
constant danger. Cases have come to 
notice, of women who have been obser- 
vent enough to notice that when they 
ripped the bindings from the bottom 
of dress skirts, to be replaced, they al- 
ways contract a severe cough, and no 
doubt here lies the great danger." 


This action by the Supervisors of 


San Francisco is in lino with that of 
many other cities throughout the 
country; and the citizens of Kano, 
which is soon to be a city, desiring to 
bo "up to date" in everything, will do 
well to take the matter under consider- 
ation. One thing is made very plain, 
in order to be safe the people must 
quit expectorating on the streets or the 
ladies must stay in tbe house, or if 
they must go out wear bicycle suits or 
bloomers.

The cost of a convention, if the people 
should decide to call one, would be at 
least one-half of the cost of a session 
of the Legislature. That would not be 
ft great expense if good could be accom- 
plished by the expenditure, but there 
we grave doubts in the minds of many 
on that point. 
The corporations, it is 


alleged, would dominate the conven- 
tion and have things their own way. 
However that may be tbe Legislature 
has saved them all trouble and no re- 
rision of the constitution will be made 
in the near future. 


EXTRA SESSION Of 
CONGRESS. 


President Cleveland has issued a 


proclamation calling an extra session 
of the Senate at noon on March 4th to 
receive communications from the Ex- 
ecutive.

Tne wines of 


Crete used to be in high favor, but 
later have lost their popularity. To- 
bacco and cotton grow well on the 
island, but politics have more fascina- 
tion for Cretans than trade profits. 


Crete has been under Turkish rule 


since 1640, varied with a few insur- 
rections to relieve the monotony of 
alternate local butcheries of Christians 
by 
Mohamedam and wee versa.

remains to be seen whether Greek oc- 
cupation will bring order out of chaos; 
whether uuder Greek rule Moham- 
edan and Greek can live together or 
whether the Greek occupation means 
the expatriation if not the extermina- 
tion of tbe Turkish population.
